[Correspondence Shows Up! 
‘How Laurier and  difton 


| /Deceived: Western People 


ieecia, Saiks Fe Feb.- 15.—Premier 
Sifton stands before the public in a 


bad light as the result of the dis- 
’ closures made by the -production _ in. 


the legislature of the correspondencn 
between the provincial and dominion, 
governments relative to the\ trans- 
ferring of the natural resources to 
Alberta and Saskatchewan. Pre- 
mier Scott stands in a hardly less 
unfavorable light. The difference be- 
tween the two is that Premier Sii- 
toa misled the public by an un- 
warranted announcement during the 
federal election campaigm that the 
Lauricr Government intended to 
transfer the natural resources of: the 
province, while Premicr Scott at- 
tempted to convey the same impres- 
sion to Mr. Borden. 

The whole incident shows how 
| shamefully the western public has 
been fooled by the natural resources 
play, which for the most part has 
been nothing -less than a piece of 
arrant prophesy. So far from giving 
an assurance that the natural re- 
sourees would be transferred, Sir 
Wilfrid went no further than to say 
that the proposal might furnish 
grounds for fair consideration with- 
out commitment to the principle in- 
volved. 


FACTS IN THE CASE. 


It will be remembered that over a 
year ago the Alberta legislature 
passed a resolution requesting the 
dominion government to transfer the 
natural resources to the province,, 
while the Saskatchewan legislature 
did so near the end of last March. 
It ‘seems that during the course of 
their trip to Great Britain last sum- 
mer the three premiers talked over 
the subject. and held an_ informal 
conference at Ottawa on August 6. 
Sir Wilfrid officially set forth his 
position in a letter to Premier Sif- 
ton-on the day following. No reply 
was sent to Premier Scott until 
October 6, the very day on which 
Sir Wilfrid left office. 

On that date he sent a note to the 
Saskatchewan premier explaining 
that he had not replied before be- 
cause Hon. Frank Oliver, whom. he 


had zone off hurriedly to the :west, 
Tt is, however, somewhat singulat 
that Sir Wilfrid did not think it 
worth while to consult Oliver ‘oe 
he wrote Siiton. 

In his reply to Premier Sifton, 
Sir Wilfrid went very fully into ‘the 
historical phase ‘of the subject. : He 
pointed out that the original prov- 
inces in the confederation retained 
control of their natural‘resources. In 
Manitaba, -however, this principle 
Was departed from, and the public 
lands were retained by the dominion 
government, presumably, says Sir 
Wilfrid, because its lands were large- 
ly prairie lands, most likely to be 
sought by immigrants. and immi- 
gration being one ofthe subjects re- 
taincd by the dominion it was con- 
sidered advisable to retain control 
of these lands. When Saskatchewan 
and Alberta were organized in 1905, 
the same principle was adhered to, 
providing, Sir Wilfrid tells Premier 
Sifton, that if he understands: him 
rightly, he (Sifton) does not ask 
for the transfer of all the pubtic 
lands in Alberta, but simply for 
those ‘“‘which are not solidly agricul- 
tural,’’ recognizing that the Dom- 
inion should continue to administer 
the prairie lands immediately avail- 
able for settlement, and sought later 
by immigrants. 


CAUSE FOR. CONSIDERATION. 


Sir Wilfrid then came to the fol- 
lowing conclusion . 

“T have to observe that vour prop- 
osition, if accepted, would constitute 
unnatural relations in respect ‘to the 
base on which the financial terms 
granted to th2 province were calcul- 
ated, and that consequently these 
financial terme would have to be 
revised. : 

“This material consequence being 
kept in mind, whe request of ‘the leg 
islature of Alberta might constitute 
a firm subject of discussion without, 
however, at this early juncture com- 
mitting themselves to.the acceptance 
of the principle involved.” 

Though six months had passed 
from the time of the passing of the 
natural resources resolution by the 


| Saskatchewan: legislature, and the 


reply of Sir Wilfrid to Premier Scott, 
and nothing had been donc. still 
within a month after the Borden 
government entered upon its official 
tenure, Premier Scott got after Mr. 
Borden, and under date November 
13th asked for a conference. 

Speaking of the result of his con- 
ference with Sir Wilfrid, Premier 
Scott says: 

“Together with Premier Sifton of 
Alberta, I did meet Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier early in August at Ottawa, 
and discussed with him the provin- 
cial resources, receiving from him 
wha: both Mr. Sifton and I deemed 
satisfactory assurance of his wilking- 
ness to concede the provincial appli- 
catioo on that head.’ 

Tais conclusion was reached on the 
grounds no other than those confined 
n she above quotations.

west Land Regulations. 


Any person who is the sole head 
of a family, or any male over 18 
years old, may homestead a quater 
section of available Dominion land 
in Manitoba, Saskatchewan or Alber- 
ta. The applicant must appear in 
person at the Dominion Lands Agen- 
cy or Sub-agency for the district. 
Entry by proxy maybe made at any 
agency, on certain conditions, by 
father, mother, son, daughter, broth- 
er or Sister of intending homesteader. 

Duties.—Six months’ residence up- 
on and cultivation of the land in 
each of three years. A homesteader 
may live within nine miles of his 
homestead on a farm of at least 80 
acres, solely owned and occupied by 
him or by his father, mother, son, 
daughter, brother or sister. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may preempt a 
quarter-section alongside his bhome- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties.—Must reside upon 
homestead or pre-emption six months 
in each of six years from date of 
homestead entry (including the time 
required to earn homestead patent) 
and cultivate fifty acres extra. 

A homesteader who has exhausted 
his homestead right and cannot ob- 
tain a pre-emption may enter for a 
purchased homestead in certain dis- 
tricts. Price $3.00 per acre. Duties. 
—Must reside six months in each of 
three years, cultivate fifty acres and 
erect a house worth $300.00.

It had been the intention to visit 
the town of Red Deer and district 
upon the occasion of a previous visit 
of a British press party some years 
ago. Travelling over such enormous 
distance, the failure to connect up 
with a particular train is a serious 
matter. Such an incident happened 
during the previous trip, with the re- 
sult that Red Deer had to be cut 
out in order to make up the arrears 
incident that came 
pretty near being repeated this 
time. Luckily, we were able to wire 
ahead and ‘‘hold up’ a train, which 
carried us to Red Deer. To have 
missed it would have been to miss 
one of the most interesting spots in 
all Alberta. Red Deer is midway be- 
tween the important cities of Cal- 
gary and Edmonton. Commercially 
it occupies a position of great strat- 
egical importance. The Alberta Cen- 
tral Railway through Red Deer gives 
the Middle West the shortest - and 
cagiest access to the Pacific Coast. 
This line will have one of the best 
grades to the Rockies in North 
America, and will therefore carry 
considerable quantities of freight to 
and from the scaboard. What this 
will mean to Red Deer can easily be 
seen when it is remembered that here 
are its headquarters and divisional 
facilities, yards, ete. In addition 
to this, the C.N.R. and A.C.R. lines 
are constructing systems that will 
link it up wich other systems. The 
rate at which the town is racing 
ahead is indicated by a few _ facts. 
The increase in building permits for. 
the year is 425 per cent. Freight, 
passenger, and express railway re- 
ceipts between them represent an 
advance of 249 per cent., while tele- 
graphs, stamps and money _ orders 
combined represent an increase of 
156 per cent. The town takes its 
name from the large number of Red 
deer formerly found by the Indians 
in the locality.

site, but the advent of the railway 
brought with it a town to serve the 
needs‘ of .a progressive agricultural 
community,/ and. with the develop- 
ment of the whole arva_Red Deer is 
keeping ‘ pace. -Its altitude is high 
(2,800 feet above sea-level), the sum- 
mers are short, and the winters very 
cold; but the people say they do 
not mind the: chill, dry air so much 
as we do our moist winters. Tele- 
phones and electric light are distrib- 


uted throughout the district. This, 
it may be observed is a_ feature 
througnout Canada, even in the 


smallest towns. Over the prairie 
the telephone fas come as a great 
relief to the solitude of the home, 
that must: have made life for the 
womenfolk: so- dreary and depressing, 
and accounted for the high percent- 
age of cases of mental derangement 
in the past across. the prairie 
areas. Red Deer has.only at pres- 
ent a few ‘industries, viz., the Great 
West Lumber Co., the Red Deer

develop industry by and by. 
fine, fertile soil and good 
one naturally looks for good 
and dairying, and both are found in 
abundance. Mr. Julian Sharman, 
who came here from the North of 
Ireland, owns a splendid herd of 
Jerseys, amongst them being the 
famous cow Rosalind, to which be- 
longs the title of championship cow 
of Canada. Prior to our arrival 
official tests of this herd had been 
made, and the net profits from ten 
of the animals was over £800 in the 
year. Mr. Sharman has a fine big 
farm, well worked, and a lot of good 
stock. Only a couple of farms away 
is his neighbor, Mr. Richards, who 
came from Wales, and upon reaching 
his farm was fifty dollars in debt, 
but he soon wiped that’ off, and to- 
day he owns a huge farm of one 
thousand acres, splendidly cultivat- 
ed, and grand stock; amongst which 
is the champion hackney sire of 
Canada.

Confesses to Having Stolen 


25 Head 


of Cattle 


Stettler, Alta., Feb. 13.—John 
Wartnow and Fred Summerton, 
charged with the theft of cattle of A. 
FE. Aunger, a rancher residing 18 
miles south cast of Stettler, were 
both committed for trial at the pre- 
liminary hearing at the town hall 
this morning by Justices of the 
Peace Mitchell and Gray. The writ- 
ten and signed confessions made by 
Summerton to the mounted police 
were produced in court. The first 
confession was made on Monday, 
January 28, after Summerton had 
beea sentenced to two months’ im- 
prisonment for stealing grain and 
the other was made last Monday. In 
the latter statement Ketchum was 
implicated by Summerton. 

The intense interest taken in the 
case was indicated at the resumption 
of the hearing this morning, the 
courtroom being crowded to capacity 
with spectators of both sexes. P. 
J. Nolan, for the crown, announced 
that the crown's case against Wart- 
now was closed. 

D. L. McPhee, Wartnow’s counsel, 
in addressigg the cour:, stated that 
the only incriminating evidence that 
had been submitted was Wartnow’s 
alleged confession. The statement 
had been to Aunger, his former em- 
ployer, with a police sergeant, un- 
seen by the prisoner when he com- 
menced his confession, sitting at the 
door. The prisoner was young and 
ignorant, his counsel said, and prob- 
ably did not realizo the gravity of 
the statements he made. 

The magistrates thought that the 
evidlence called for the  prisoner’s 
commitment. Mr. McPhee wanted 
bail considered, but the court said 
the matter would be taken up when 
the other cases had been disposed of. 
Mr. Nolan insisted that the court 
had no authority to grant bail when 
the prisoner had been committed on 
such a serious charge. 

J. E. MeKay, teller of the Mer- 
chants Bank here, stated that he 
cashed a cheque for Summerton on 
January 9. The cheque was on the 
Royal Bank, Calgary. It was drawn 
by Ketchum, the accused, and was 
for $720 ; a note due from Summer- 
ton was deducted and left a balance 
of $580, which Summerton received 
in cash. 

F. FE. Aunger, from whom the eat- 
tle were stolen, who testified m the 
Wartnow hearing yesterday, was the 
next witness called and largely re- 
peated the testimony he gave in the 
Wartnow case. 

The cattle were missed on or 
about January 6. He met Summer- 
ton on the trail to his (Aunger’s) 
ranch on the evening of January 6. 
Summerton asked Aunger’ where 
Wartnow was, as he wanted to go 
to Adanac with Wartnow. Mr. Nolan 
said he would attempt to prove that 
this was the time that Summerton 
and Wartnow separated the 25 miss- 
ing eattle from the rest of the 
herd. Aunger said the ear mark of 
his cattle were split, right ear and 
lefu car half cropped. 

PRICE OF CATTLE. 


. M. Gardner, Gopher Head, rep- 
eateae P. Burns & Co. as cattle 
‘buyers, testified that fat cattle at 
this time of the year were worth 


about '6 cents a pound. Felix Cusick, 
Spring "Lake P.O., a boy 15 years 
old, said he had known Fred Sum- 

merton for four years. On January 
8, 1912, he drove cattle from John 
Lourdel's place, two miles. southwest 
of Ewing, where Aunger kept his 
cattle, to Erskine station. Over 
twenty head of cattle were driven 
from Lourdel’s to Erskine. Summer- 
ton told the witness that Ketchum 
had bought the cattle. When Erskine 
was reached Ketchum was at the 
station. 

Corporal Frank S. Bailey, R.N.W. 
M.P., Lacombe, said he knew . Sum- 
merton. He saw him at Lacombe on 
the 28th of January last, he was 
arrested there on the charge of 
stealing grain and cattle. He re- 
ecived two months at Stettler on 
the grain stealing charge. Summer- 
ton made a signed confession in the 
Stettler cells on January 28 in the 
presence of the witness and Sergt. 
McBrayne and Corporal Bailey. The 
confession is as follows: 

“T, Fred Summerton, confess, that 
I, in company. with John Wartnow, 
stole Ernest Aunger’s cattle. There 
were about 25 head. Wartnow told 
me to be at Aunger’s place at 6 
o’clock on Saturday night, January 
6. Then we took a ride and went 


down and cut the cattle out of the 


bunch and fetched them up to John 
Lourdel’s field. I telephoned to 


Ketchum next morning at the Dom- 
He came 
afterwards and looked 
cattle and then he made an 


inion Hotel at S:ettler. 
out an hour 
at the 
agreement to buy them at so much 
a head. 
the next day by 10 o'clock at Er- 
skine. When I got there he wrote me 


out a cheque that is payable to me 
Ketchum asked Wartnow if 


for $720. 
he gave the cheque to me whether 
it would be all right. He (Wartnow) 
said ‘Yes.’ 

When I got the cheque I came to 
Stettler that night and I left the 
cheque at Mr. Good's office and ‘bor- 
rowed $5 on it. Next morning I 
took the cheque into the Merchants 
bank and asked them if that cheque 
was good. They said they would 
have to telephone to Calgary. I got 
it cashed. John Wartnow said I was 
to give him about three-fourths of 
the money on account of him getting 
the cattle, but I got drunk and lost 
and spen: most of it. I make this 
confession of my own free will. 

Signed, FRED SUMMERTON. Wit- 
nesses, W. McBRAYNFE, Sergt., F. 
S. BATLEY, Corporal.” 


Oliver Gibbon, brand inspector at 
ae testified that the shipment 
25 head of cattle from Erskine on 
ae 8, by Ketchum, that he did 
not see the cattle himself. Sergt. 
McBrayne, R.N.W.M.P., told of the 
confession on January 28 and again 
on the morning of February 12, when 
a signed s:atement implicating 
Ketchum in the theft of the cattlé 
was obtained from Summerton. 

Mr. McPhee, Summerton‘s counsel, 
objected that Summerton had not 
been cautioned by Sergt. McBrayne 
when he made his statement. Mr. 
Nolan said he was warned when 
arrested. The confession was receiv- 
jed subject to Mr. McPhee’s objection

The rand Trunk Pacific 


Ottawa despatches point to the 
Borden government’s determination 
to investigato the building of the 
National Transcontinental and lay 
bare the record of the Parent 
Commission. The inquiry may be by 
« committee of parliament, or by an 
expert railway man, it being report- 
ed that Minister of Railways Coch- 
rane is conferring with Mr. F. P. 
Gutelius, chief engineer of the C. P. 
R., in this connection. Probably 
Hon. Frank Cochrane, business min- 
ister as he is, is looking around for 
expert advice and for assistance to 
Major Leonard, the newly appointed 
commissioner of the road, with a 
view to securing the maximum of 
efficiency in this costly undertaking. 
From all appearances the Borden 
ministry are giving businesslike con- 
sideration to this legacy from the 
Laurier administration and are de- 
termined to not repeat the mistakes 
of the former spendthrift govern- 
ment. 

The improvidence of the Grand 
Trunk Pacific bargain crops up at 
every point. Recently a judgment 
of the Privy Council condemned the 
Dominion of Canada to pay the com- 
pany an additional $10,000,000 to- 
wards the construction of the prair- 
ie and mountain sections of the 
road, this sum heing the difference 
between the par value of the rail- 
way bonds guaranteed by the gov- 
ornment and the depressed quotation 
at which they were sold in the Lon- 
don market. The amount of money 
spent by Canada: on the construction 
of the National Transcontinental is 
already a startling investment for 
the nation, upwards of $110,000,000 
having been contributed by the people 
of the country and the end not yet 
being in sight. Now the Grand 
Trunk Pacific management are ask- 
ing the Borden government for extra 
assistance. An Ottawa dispatch 
states that President Hayes has not 
given np hope of securing from the 
government a fifteen million dollar 
loan to complete the western work, 
and that they will be asked for leg 
islation for permission to raise 
$25,000,000 by sale of stock, which 
will give the company a total of 
$40,000,000. All of which recalls 
how Mr. Borden, ,;when in Opposition, 
warned the Laurier ministry that 
they were letting Canada in for a 
long series of expenditures in cash 
and ‘credit when undertaking this 
enormous enterprise. Jf there were 
nothing else, comments the Toronto 
News, the Jate government would 
stand discredited by its utter failure 
to grasp the actual dimensions of the 
transportation scheme to which it 
was pledging the country. 

The Toronto Telegram is calling 
upon the Borden government to re- 
fuse further aid to the Grand Trunk 
Pacifico’ and to, take over the trans- 
Continental line ‘and operate jit as a 
public uvility. The Toronto News, 
while not going to this extent, in 
commenting on the fear that the G. 
T.P. will throw back on the govern- 
ment’s hands the Winnipeg.Moncton 
section, or at least the Cochrane- 
Moncton section, remarks on how 
much better position the Dominion 
would be in today if the Laurier 
government had utilized the nation’s 
money and credit in improving the 
Intercolonial Railway and extending 
it to the Pacific Coast: “‘At little 
more cost than that involved in the 
present enterprise, we could ave 
had a public owned and_ operated 


system reaching from coast to 
coast and furnishing the Dominion 
and especially the West with the 


most powerful check against exces- 
sive charges by private railways.”

The country tributary to the Cal- 
gary-Edmonton line through the Red 
Deer district was seriously affected 
by frost and probably less than 25 
per cent of the grain will germinate 
above 60 per cent. Didsbury, Olds, 
Bowden, Innisfail, Red Deer and La- 
combe suffered severely, Didsbury 
particularly so, as hail also did 
considerable damage north and east 
from the town. West from Didsbury 
and Olds there are a good many 
homesteaders who will be in a pos- 
ition financially to buy seed when 
necessary. Southeast of Red Deer in 
the Willowdale and Horn Hill dis- 
tricts there will probably be plenty 
of seed for local requirements. 
Further south, around Three Hills, 
Rawdonville and Ghost Pine, con- 
ditions vary greatly, but there is 
probably sufficient seed in the dis- 
trict. Along the Lacombe branch of 
the C.P.R. there is considerable in- 
jury but most localities have suffi- 
cient seed for their requirements. 


Around Alix and Stetzler.some of the!

Cookery Hints 


A Tasty Supper Dish 

Three-quarters of a pound of finely 
chopped onions, season with pepper 
and salt, and add a little beef dripping. 
Put them into a frying-pan with half 
a pint of water; cover the pan, and 
cook the onions till soft. Then place 
six ounces of grated cheese on the 
top, cover the pan again, and set it 
by the side of the fire till the cheese 
is melted. Serve with toast or new 
rolls. This makes a cheap and very 
appetizing supper for three people. 


Celery and Cabbage Pickle 


To two quarts of chopped celery add . 


the same quantity of white cabbage, 
chopped. Put all in a pan with three 
quarts of malt vinegar, half an ounce 
ef crushed ginger root, four ounces of 
mustard seed, half an ounce of tur 
meric powder, two tablespoonfuls of 
salt, and five eunces of sugar. Sim- 
mer for four hours, or until the celery 
{is quite tender. Put into jars, and tie 
down, so as to exclude all air. This 
pickle ean be used at once. 


Cold Cooked Porridge 


This need never be wasted. Put the 
porridge into a basin, and knead into 
it as much flour as will enable it to 
be rolled out three-quarters of an inch 
thick. Cut this into three-cornered 
pieces, and bake for twenty minutes 
on a griddle or ina good oven, Serve 
buttered, as hot cakes. : 


Knuckle Broth 

When your butcher cuts off tha 
knuckle from the leg of mutton, do 
not throw it away. Wash it, put it 
in a saucepan with a small carrot, 
turnip, and onion, cut small, a dessert- 
spoonful of pearl barley or rice, well 
washed, and a pint and a half of water. 
Season with pepper and salt, and stew 
gently for two hours. Just before 
serving add a little chopped parsley. 
This makes a gocd basin of mutton 
broth. 

Rhubarb Mould 

Put a pint of rhubarb juice into a 
saucepan, bring it to the boil, then beat 
in smoothly any good make of pre 
pared oats. Stir constantly over the 
fire until cooked, then cilute with 
more rhubarb juice, to the consistency 
of very thick cream, and sweeten to 
taste with powdered sugar. Adda few 
drops of cochineal, and pour into a wet 
mould. When quite cold and set, turn 
out into a glass dish, and the children 
will have a very nice and wholesome 
sweet. 


Marrew Marmalade 


Scoop out the seeds of a large mar 
row, peel, and divide it. For every 
pound of marrow allow one pound of 
sugar, half an ounce of ground gin- 
ger, and the juice and grated rind of 
a lemon. Cut up the marrow rather 
small. Make a syrup with one pound 
of coarse brown sugar and a little 
water, pour it over the marrow and 
let it stand for a couple of days. Then 


pour off the syrup, and boil it up ° 


again with a quarter of a pint of water 
to each two pounds of sugar, the gin- 
ger and lemon juice. Boil for five 
minutes, then add the marrow, and 
simmer slowly till it 1s clear and soft. 
Pour into pots, and tie down in the 
usual way. This is a very economical 
jem.

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University Lecture Course) Auditor’s Re 


A week ago last Thursday evening, 
Prof. Alexander of Alberta Univer- 
sity delivered a lecture to the citi- 
zens of Red Deer on the subject of 
**Plebeian Life in the Early Roman 
Empire,’’ that is, the life of the 
common people. 

The period touched was from the 
birth of Christ on for about three 
centuries. The history of Rome, such 
as we usually tind it, is really a 
biography of the life of Emperors, 
Consuls, ete. as it was unal the 
most recent time in British history 
—a story of Kings and Barons— 
while the life and condition of the 
great masses were scarcely thought 
worthy of note. An endeavor has 
lately been made by historians to 
acquire some information on life of 
common people of Rome. All the 
inscriptions and epitaphs unearthed 
in recent excavations, made in the 
old cities, have been translated, and 
a new flood ol light has been thrown 
on the subject. In modern times the 
influence of religion has prevented 
people from being able to interpret 
the character of the person from an 
epitaph on the tomb, but no such 
preventative existed in those days, 
hence the value, from an_ historical 
point of view, of these ancient epit- 
aphs. As an example he instanced 
the following ‘‘Fir, non sum, non 
ero, non curo’’ (1 have been, [I am 
not, I shall not be, I care not). 

These writings reveal the fact that 
among the common people guilds, 
our modern word, unions, existed for 
mutual aid and benefit. The people 
were divided into the very wealthy 
and the very poor. So far apart were 
these that it was impossible for om 
to elevate himself from the one to 
the other. Through guilds the com- 
mon people were able to assist each 
o-her in their needs. The names ot 
these guilds appear quite modern ; 
there were the carpenters’ guild, the 
doctors’ guild, butchers’ guild, bak- 
ers’ guild, ete. Among the common 
people these were the hisshest classes. 
Below these were guilds whose pur- 


pose appeared to be nothing more 
than seeing that its members were 
Properly buried and an inscription 


placed on their tomb, as it was be- 
lieved that those reading them were 
then in communication with the dead. 

A singular thing about these guilds 
was that, as far as discoveries so 
far have gone, they do.not reveal 
any question about wages or hours 
of work. This is accounted for by 
the fact that there was abundance of 
slave labor. 

At first these unions were opposed 
by the Emporers, but later they ap- 
pear to have paid no attention to 
them, yet tne time came that Em- 
Perors and tax-gatherers used them 
as sources of revenue, and as a re- 
sult the condition of the people be- 
came more wretched than before the 
existence of the unions. 

This is the first of a series of 
universivy extension lectures under 
the auspices of the School Board, 
and every citizen should endeavor to 
take advantage of them. The sub- 
Jects are treated in the most clear 
and simple manncr, and they contain 
material that is the result of exten- 
sive reading and study.

pOrt Of| women’ steEPLEJACKS 


Instances of Where They Have Climb- 
ed to Perilous Helghts 


Lady Constance Foljambe, whose 
failure to put in an appearance at St. 
Peter’s, Eaton Square, where she was 
due to be married to the vicar of Whit- 
well-on-the-Hill, Yorkshire, created 
such a sensation, is an interpid 
steeple-climber. In September, 1909, 
she, accompanied by two lady friends, 
climbed the spire of Whitwell Church, 


which was then undergoing repair. 

In order to take some unique photo- 
graphs, the sale of which was for the 
benefit of the church funds, the daugh- 
ter of a well-known Leicester steeple- 
jack accomplished the hazardous feat 
of climbing the steeple of St. Mark’s 
Church, which is 200 feet high. When 
at the top she daringly walked round 
the narrow, unprotected’ staging, 
whence she took some fine views. 

The steeple of All Saints’, Hereford, 
which rises to the height of 260 feet, 
was two years back the scene of a 
daring exploit on the part of the 
par tof the daughter of one of the 
churchwardens. Accompanied by the 
professional steeplejack, who was en- 
gaged upon some repairs, she ascend- 
ed to the summit, the feat being watch- 
ed by an- immense crowd of townsfolk 
and farmers from the neighboring vil- 
lages and farms, who had come into 
the town to attend the Wednesday 
market. 

Equally daring was a Stoke Newing- 
ton lady, who, in February, 1870, 
scaled the spire of St. Mary’s Church, 
the summit of which 1s 245 feet above 
the pavement. The last part of the 
journey was especially dangerous, as 
{t had to be accomplished by means of 
a couple of unproteetcd ladders, lead- 
ing directly to the weathercock, which 
the lady, to signalize the achievement 
of her task, sent spinning round. 

In 1781, shortly before it was re- 
built, the spire of St. Mary’s Church, 
Leicester, was ascended by a steeple- 
jack named Wright, accompanied by 
his wife, as expert a climber as him- 
self. The woman, dressed for the 
occasion in male attire, rendered her 
husband efficient assistance in the re- 
pairs that he had in hand, and s0 
greatly was her pluck admired that a 
number of the townsmen entertained 
her to a supper at the principal inn, 
when she was presented with a purse 
containing five guineas. 

Two years later this same woman 
undertook, in the absence of her hus- 
band through illness, to ascend the 
spire of Trinity Church, Coventry, 
which stood in need ef slight repair. 
She accomplished her .ask to the en- 
tire satisfaction of her employers. In 
more recent years the wife of a Brad- 
ford steeplejack has not only frequent- 
ly accompanied her husband on his 
ascents, but at times has, unaided, 
completed work which he had in hand. 
She owed her ability to her father, 
who, himself a steeplejack, had taught 
her to climb from early girlhood. 

During the rebuilding of the spire 
of Wakefield Cathedral, in the early 
years of the eighteenth century, a wo- 
man disguised in male attire, was 
among the most zealous of the work- 
ers, ascending to perilous heights and 
positions with the utmost intrepidity. 
Having met with an accident, her sex, 
until then unsuspected, was disclosed, 
and she was claimed by her relations, 
well-to-do people, whom, in the pure 
spirit of adventure, she had left in 
utter ignorance as to her whereabouts. 

Mme. Saqui, the funambulist, whose 
performance at Vauxhall drew all the 
town, made, in 1812, an ascent of the 
church spire at Harfleur. Her feat 
would seem to have partaken of the 
nature of “steeple-flying,” for having 
successfully made her way to the sum- 
mit, where she beat a drum and blew 
a trumpet which she had taken up 
with her, she descended by gliding 
down a rope to the street below. 

Previous to Mme. Saqui’s appear- 
ance, another woman athlete, named 
Rayner, had toured through England, 
alternating her performances on the 
tight-rope with acrabatic displays on 
church steeples.. Among other spires 
which she climbed was that of Lich- 
fleld Cathedral, in the ascent of which 
she was accompanied by a younger 
sister. On arriving at the summit the 
couple played on various instruments, 
drank a glass of wine to the health of 
the spectators below, and fired off a 
gun. They then made a safe descent 
amid considerable applause.

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DEBTOR HUNTING. 
The Running Down of Delinquents te 
a Flourishing .Trade. 

Ever has it been the case that tha 
most exciting and most fascinating of 
all sports is man hunting, and the 
debt-collector often wishes there waa 
lecs excitement. The matter is mere- 
ly child’s play when it is concerned 
with the inexperienced debtor, but 
there is no more wily creature. than 
the hardened individual who incura 
debts in the hope that he will be able 
to avoid payment. 

There is a large number of men in 
this country who depend mainly upon 
chasing debtors for a living, taking 
the opportunity of buying the debts 
from a tradesman. The tradesman 
who has tried in vain to recover debts 
due to him, is glad at last to sell 
these debts as a mere fraction of their 
value. This is the professional debt 
buyer’s opportunity and he gambles 
upon the chance that he will be able 
to recover a considerable umount of 
the money. 

Unfortunately, while human nature 
remains as, at present constituted. the 
law is bound to be too hard upon 
well-meaning debtors and too lenient 
upon scamps. As our law stands at 
present a man without immovable as- 
sets can set the law at defiance. 

Yor instance, when a debt-collector 
resorts to the extreme step of issu- 
ing a warrant for the arrest of the 
culprit, he must serve it upon the 
man before sunset during the working 
days of the week, and he cannot force 
open the doors ot a man’s dwelling. 
It follows therefore, that after sunset 
and on Sundays the debtor can walk 
about and snap his fingers under the 
nose of the man who has a warrant 
in his pocket for the debtor’s arrest. 

Every debt-collector knows examplee 
of “wanted”? men who in the evening 
walk about the streets as if the place 
belonged to ¢hem; it is not unusual 
even for such a man to endeavor to 
get the best personal terms with hs 
hunter. All that is necessary is that 
the debtor should take in a sufficient 
stock of commodities, so thut during 
the day-time he muy have every open- 
ing in the house barred. 

Irequently it is the case that some 
of these slippery customers are not so 
well versed in the law as they im- 
agine. Take the case of a man who 
had been chased by the debt-collectors 
tor many months. Occasionally they 
had seen him in the streets during the 
day-time, but he had managed to 
escape. by taking to his heels, or by 
the old trick of rushing into a public 
house by one door and out by another. 

One day, however, the man was 
caught, and a warrant served upon 
him. He made a very ,plausible ex- 
cuse of obtaining the money from a 
friend. The man with the warrant 
waited until he was tired outside the 
door of the house into which the 
debtor went, and then found that he 
had been tricked again. 

This debtor turned out of is home 
next Sunday as usual, and coolly 
walked past an officer who held o war- 
rant when, to his intense surprise, he 
was arrested immediately. The debt- 
or, with all his scheming, was not 
aware of the fact that once having 
been arrested he could be re-arrested 
at any time, even on Sunday. He 
paid for his ignorance by going to 
prison. 

In a large number of cases a coolly 
worded letter to the debtor will affect 
the desired purpose, bringing an early 
remittance; the debtor realizes that 
the matter is now no longer in the 
hands of a tradesman who has a 
business to look after, but is in the 
hands of a man who intends making 
him pay, even through the nose. Us- 
ually in such cases, the debtor sends 
a long-winded letter, explaining the 
delay in making payment, and ex- 
pressing surprise that such steps have 
been taken. In ninety-nine cases out 
of a hundred the excuse is the same— 
a faulty memory. 


One Good In Flimsy Houses.

||The Week in Edmonton.| 


(By our own correspondent) 
The following letter should have 
appeared last week, but. it was un- 
avoidably crowded out : 


The last act, is usally supposed to 
be a short one, forming the climax 
and iconclusion to the drama. This 
was what the government wished and 
expected when the House reassembl- 
cd last week. The opposition has 
been for weeks beseiging a govern- 
ment, which had played every trick 
of concealment and mystification, re- 
fusing any sort of information, dodg- 
inz in and out of cover as though 
the art of government was a game 
of hide and seek. At length, how- 
ever, the Premier brought down his 
railway policy. It would be more 
correct to say that he brought it up, 
for it far more resembles something 
brought up than something brought 
down from Heaven. 

The introduction of this so-called 
railway policy shows Premier Sifton 
dving some strange  side-stepping. 
For instance, one day a_ private 
bill is paysed, and to certain ques- 
tions concerning the bill, the Premier 
replics that this is a private bill in 
which the government is not con- 
cerned and in which it is not inter- 
ested. There is no misunderstanding 
the Premier, this is what he says. 


| Meanwhile, the member for Athabas- 


ca, Mr. Cote, who has charge of th: 
bill, sits at the elbow of the deputy 
Speaker when it is going through 
committee. Hvery time that the dis- 
cussion of the bill placcs some part 
of it in a tight corner, the member 
for Athabasca, while not trying te 
turn his head, turns his eyes over his 
shoulder to catch the sign ‘from the 
Premier, who is not the least. bit in- 
terested in the passing of the bill. 

The leader of the opposition right- 
ly judged thas the guaranteeing of 
the bonds of this company would be 
the government policy, and asked 
this question, to which the Premier 
replied in one curt word of refusal, 
to divulge the information asked for. 
No sooner had the bill passed as a 
private .measure, than the Premier 
stood up and gave notice that he 
would introduce a bill for the guar- 
anteecing of the bonds of thtis cvom- 
pany, which is simply the C.N.R. un- 
der another = subsidiary company 
name. As the slang of the street 
would say, ‘Now what do youknow 
about that?” 

For utter disregard to the will of 
the people, the Premier's record is 
without a parallel in the history of 
provincial politics in the Dominion 
of Canada. The members of the gov- 
ernment and the government support- 
ers did not know the nature of the 
Premier's policy. They evidently 
were not consulted. This policy has 
been framed by the Premier and the 
promoters of this company without 
reference to the members of the eabi- 
net. There is not the scratch of a 
pen in connection with it unless it be 
that the promoters have made some 
personal arrangement with the Pre- 
mier, the correspondence in connec- 
tion with which he does not feel 
obliged to produce, akhough the cor- 
respondence has been demanded. An 
analysis of the policy of the Premier 
shows that of 1813 miles guaranteed | @ 
all but 408 are guaranteed for the 
C.N.R. Three years ago this same 
company received guarantees for 490 
miles, all to be completed by the end 
of December last. Only 207 miles 
were completed by that date, and 


s}yet. in face of that grave dereliction 


of duty and obligation the same 
company under another name — is 
bonused by the Premicr for 1405. 
The worst feature of the entire 
deal, however, is the fact that the 
company are only compelled to duild 
200 miles a year, while they. them- 
selves offer to do a minimum of 300 
miles a year, and the opposition 
offered an amendment that the mini- 
mum should not be less than 00 
miles a year. The Premier offered all 
sorts of excuses for the company, 
stating that there was a_ great 
scarcity of steel rails and that the 
C.P.R. nad offered certain obstruec- 
tions which had retarded the build- 
ing of the C.N.R. lines more rapid- 
ly. It was pointed out that this 
was solely because the C.N.R. had 
contravened the law to such an ex- 
tent that the Chairman of the Rail- 
way Comission had called them a 
bunch of marauders. Another amend- 
ment by the opposition to the effect 
that the government have the right 
to take over and complete the lines 
if the companies do not live up to 
their agreements. This also was 
lost, showing the Premier as taking 
the part of the companies at every 
turn against the rights of the people 
and the advantages of the province. 
The members of the House, on both 
sides, are somewhat tired with the 
long session and the late sittings, 
and it was a manifestly unfair ad- 
vantage of the opposition that the 
Premier should bring down such im- 
portant railway legislation so near 
the end of the session. The Liberal 
party in this province, however, are 
famous for this kind of a stunt, 
for such conditions are regarded as 
favorable for the quick passing of 
questionable legislation, without too 
close scrutiny. Who gets the benefit 
of such deals as that of the A. & G. 
W. and this similar legislation — re- 
garding the lines now to be guar- 


anteed?) That is a serious question 
for every honest mind and for cvery 
voter who has at heart the good of 


the province. 

One line coming under the guaran- 
tee act of the government is a_ line 
from Edmonton to Dunvegan, a dis- 
tance said to be 350 miles and guar- 
anteed at $20,000 a mile. Readers 
will notice that this line is the same 
length as the A. & G. W., has the 
same guarantee per mile, and that 
the directors are practically unknown 
parties, two of them living in Spo- 
kane. The bill new before the House 
vives the government the necessary 
authority to guarantee, the bonds, 
and make the ageeement according ta 


.the Misses 
1 (range, 


which the line ‘is to he built. I 
reply to a question by Mr. Riley as 
to whether’ the © Premier proposed 
that should any part of the line be 
proved to cost less than $20,000 per 
‘mile, would the difference accrue to 
the province, the Premier gave a 
half-hearted and. unwilling assent to 
the cflect that no doubt ‘this could 
be arranged. We would like to see 
this provision made, but even then 
would have no, faith whatever in the 
integrity of the arrangement, for 
there is to be an enormous rake-off 
in any cvent, and.sqmeone will divide 
the spoils. Until we have a govern- 
ment which is above reproach and 
suspicion, and which does not invite 
suspicion by its very movements, it 
is not likely to be otherwise. What 
the government of Alberta wants a. 
the present. time is a moral regener- 
ation that will show itself in ways 
of common frankness and honesty. 

The government papers have dur- 
ing the past week. resorted to all 
sorts of base misrepresentation, es- 
pecially is this the case with the 
Bulletin. It represented the amend- 
ment of the member for Calgary te 
the effect that 400 miles of con- 
struction would’ be the minimum, as 
meaning that the opposition desired 
that 400 miles-should be done each 
year on each line, which would make 
a greater total than the entire mile 
age contemplated. He would be a 
dull reader, however, who could be 
misled by any such absured state 
ments. <An attempt has also been 
made during the past week to rep- 
resent the opposition as collapsed. 
Well, if a greater effort than has yet 
been made on any side of the House, 
if a more effective fire of criticism 
with greater damage to the govern: 
men., is evidence of a collapse, then 
the opposition collapsed indeed, but 
we do not so understand the mean 
ing of the word. No doubt th 
government have wished during the 
past week that such were true, the 
wish rather than the fact being fath- 
er to the thought. The government 
have been warned against what may 
be called another A. & G. W. deal, 
yo an unknown private company, 
over a similar country at the samc 
extravagant rate per mile, and with 
out the Jegislature knowing what are 
to be the conditions of the agrec- 
ment, and the na.ure of construc- 
tion. The province will do well to 
keep its eye on Sifton in this ome 
deal. The railway policy of the gov- 
ernment was presented to tha House 
early last week, and the debate wilt 
occupy some part of this week in 
spite of the obvious desire and in- 
tention of the Premier to rush mat- 
vers with all possible speed. 

The government stole another Con- 
servative plank during the past week 
in moving a resolotion to give some 
consideration to the subject of direct 
legislation with a view to a bill 
being submitted next session. The 
opposition supported this resolution, 
while the leader pointed aut. that. it 
was adopted in 1909 at Red Deer 
Conven.ion by the Conservative 
party. The present Liberal par.y in 
the province have stolen the Con- 
servative policy of good roads, nat- 
ural resources, and direct legislation. 
If they keep on they will soon have 

a platform worthy of the name. 

The Calgary University’ Bill got 
its quietus and did not even get. into 
the committee stage for considera- 
vion. The Premier is standing in 
with the north in this matter as in 
the matter of railways. Degree con 
ferring powers and university stand- 
ing being denied to Calgary, and 
guarantees for railways not extend 
ing further south than the Red Deer 
river. 

Early this week a motion will prab- 
ably be submitted by some member 
of the opposition for the production 
of the agreement whieh the govern- 
ment intend to make with the Jéd- 
monton, Dunvegan and B.C. Rail- 
way Company. It was in the agree- 
ment that all the mischief was donc 
by the old government for which the 
insurgents and opposition were blam- 
ed, when it was said ‘You never 
objectcd.’" This it will not be pos- 
sible to say if the present bill 
Passes, as no doubt it will, and an 
agreement is entered into which re- 
veals the flaws and ‘‘suspicious’’ cir- 
cumstances as did the A. & G. W. 
deal. 

The session will probably come to 
a close this week about Thursday, 
and the most memorable J.egislat- 
ure, not. excepting that which saw 
the government opposed by the in- 
surgent pariy, will be prorogued.

FOREST WASTE 
IN THE STATES 


Startling Statements as to 
How Natural Wealth Has 
Been Depleted 


Canadians will read with interest a 
special article in the Chicago Tribune 
by Frank G. Carpenter, who discusses 
the depletion of the forest: wealth of 
the United States. He says in part: 
“The northern forest has lost 40 per 
cent. of its area, the southern almost 
as much,and of the central forest more 
than one-half has been cleared. Of the 


Rocky Mountain woods we have still 
90 per cent., and of the Pacific coast 
forest almost as much., Altogether 
we have remaining about 2,600,000,000,- 
000 feet of timber, and of this one-fifth 
belongs to the government and {s being 
‘properly ‘cared for. The balance is in 
the hands of private individuals, of 
corporations, syndicates, and trusts, 
and it is going so fast that if the pre 
sent rate continues in twenty or 
twenty-five years it will be all cut 
away. In 1909 the treeg that went into 
timber were enough to have made a 
board walk 1,000 feet wide running 
through the centre of the earth from 
one side to the other . The amount 
was more than 44,000,000,000 feet, 
board measure; and in addition a vast 
amount of wood was used for other 
purposes. The forestry bureau esti- 
mates that we are now annually con- 
suming 20,000,000,000 cubic feet of 
good timber. Divide that into posts a 
foot square. Stand them on the earth 
and let them prop up the moon. You 
can make fifteen or sixteen such posts, 
and each of them would reach all the 
way to our little sister planet and stil: 
leave millions of cubic feet for cross- 
pleces to bolt the scaffold together. 

“And where did all this lumber go? 
In addition to the vast amount which 
went into boards more than 1,000,000,- 
000 feet were consumed in fence ra‘!s, 
posts, and telegraph poles. One hun- 
dred and eighteen million feet, mostly 
white oak, went into ties for the rail- 
roads; 165,000,000 cubic feet were used 
for timbering mines, and 1,250,000 
cords of wood were turned into alco- 
hol. Many million cords of firewood 
were burnt. A vast amount of timber 
was used for staves and for heads of 
barrels, and enough barre! hoops wera 
turned out to give five to every man, 
woman and child in the United States, 
and leave some to spare. We used 
more than 3,000,000 cords of native 
wood in our paper mills. This was 
mainly spruce and hemlock; and mil- 
Hons went into notions of one kind or 
other. The tooth-pick, for instance, is 
little more than a splinter, but we 
have one factory in Maine which 
makes 500,000,000 of them every year. 

We have other places which turn 
out clothespins and wooden spools by 
the hundreds of millions. 
hundred acres of forests are annually 
burned up as matches and more than 
3,000 acres are cut into shoe-pegs in 
the space of twelve months. And then 
there is the enormous amount that 
goes into furniture, and into carts, car- 
riages, and wagons of all kinds. The 
shingles, most of which come from the 
far West, are 3,700,000,000 in number, 
and the laths are four times as great. 

“This consumption is enough to 
make us pause and wonder where we 
shall get our wood for the future. 

“The government is doing all it can 
to cut down the waste. It sends out 
advice to the lumbermen as to how to 
handle the timber, and to the managers 
of the sawmills as to the best kinds 
of machinery. Many of the railroad 
ties are now hewed out with the axe. 
If cut with the saw this alone would 
save more than 280,000,000 cubic feet 
of wood every year. 

“About two-thirds of the wood in 
trees chopped down for lumber is lost, 
and a large part of that intended for 
mine timbers, cooperage, and piles 
goes to waste. The government gives 
advice as to the treatment of timber in 
order to keep out the insects and rot. 
The insects annually destroy more 
than 8,000,000,000 cubic feet, but this 
may be prevented by soaking the tim- 
ber in chemicals. The same method is 
used against rot, something like 
1,400,000,000 feet of boards being so 
treated last year. We are now using 
about 60,000,000 gallons of creosote 
end 19,000,000 pounds of zinc chloride 
for this purpose. 

“The government estimates that 
about one-fourth of all the timber log- 
ged out in the forest goes to waste. 
This coines from careless cutting, the 
leaving of large stumps and the not 
using the tops and branches. In the 
mills the thick gang saw biades turn 
a@ great deal of lumber to dust, and it 
is calculated that if thin bandsaws 
took their piaces the saving would be 
more than 2,060,000,000 board feet per 
annum. 

“The chief work of the forestry 
bureeu. however, is taking care of the 
national forests. These are of enor- 
moue extent, and they are growing in 
value each year. They now cover 195,- 
(00,000 acres. In round numbers they 
are about equal to eight states as big 
as Kentucky or Virginia, and they 
have more than 5600,000,000,000 board 
feet of merchantable timber. At this 
estimate they contain about one-tenth 
of the woods which covered the United 
States at the time it began to be set- 
tled, and, going back to our homely 
comparison, contain enough lumber to 
make a board walk a foot wide from 
here to the sun.”
